This Request for Withdrawal of Finality is concurrently with a Notice of Appeal appealing 
final rejection of claims 1-10 in the May 29, 2008 Final Office Action. A petition for a three-month 
extension of time is concurrently filed herewith, along with a Notice of Appeal, thereby extending 
due date to November 30, 2008. 

As noted in applicants Interview Summary filed October 16, 2008, the Examiner 
confirmed that the result of the Examiner interview conducted September 24, 2008, was that 
applicant's remarks and arguments had overcome the outstanding rejections, that a new non- 
final Office Action would be issued, and that the finality of the outstanding Office Action would be 
withdrawn. The Examiner was lastly contacted again on November 25, 2008, as to the status of 
the new non-final Office Action, and the Examiner again confirmed that a new Office Action 
would be issued. Additional conversations were had with the Examiner between the September 
24, 2008, interview and applicants filed Interview Summary of October 16, 2008, in addition to 
additional conversations with the Examiner after October 16, 2008, all confirming the withdrawal 
of the finality and all outstanding rejections. 

Accordingly, in view of the above and the Examiner's confirmation that the outstanding 
rejections have been overcome by applicant's remarks and arguments, it is respectfully 
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submitted that the finality of the outstanding Office Action must be withdrawn and a new non- 
final Office Action must be issued.
